>C-OH, >C-R g is >C(H)-B-OH, and Z" is >CH2- Claim 10 is drawn to a method of inhibiting 
angiogenesis comprising administering to an endothelial cell an angiogenesis inhibiting amount 
of a compound of the general formula:

where possible choices for Rb, Ro> Ra> z '> >C-Rg, Z", R h i and R h 2 are provided. Applicants 
respectfully submit that Claim 17, through its dependency on Claim 11 which depends from 
Claim 10, unambiguously defines each substituent of the formula shown above, and therefore 
unambiguously defines a single compound. Claim 17 provides that Rhi and Rh2 are 
independently H aod Me, not H "or" Me, therefore Claim 17 constitutes the election of a single 
species. The formula of the elected species of Claim 17 is set forth below:

If the Examiner requires this election of species to further denote the geometry of the Rm and Rh2 
substituents H and Me, Applicants hereby specify the 16-ot-CH 3 isomer.
